COURT APPROVES 
UNION, OXFORD 
SCHOOL MERGER 


An order of court signed this 


morning by Judge W. C. Sheely de- 
creed that the Union Independent 
school district of Adams 
county 


shall after the first day of July of 
this year be merged with nearby 
Oxford township school districts. 


The order covers the land, prop- 


erty and equipment of the Union 
Independent district, the first to be 
merged under -mandatory legisla- 
tion passed last year by the state 
Legislature affecting school districts 
without teachers.

Early Automobile History

N July of 1903 Henry Ford shipped 


his first car. It had been expect- 


ed that he would join in with the 
Association of Licensed Automobile 
Manufacturers group, but between 
his first steps and his attainment of 
a real commercial volume in 1904 
Ford had had some misunderstand- 
ings with his neighbor manufactur- 
ers in Detroit 
and declared then 


that he would never again have 
anything to do with the industry, a 
policy which he has maintained 
consistently. 


But Ford was a large advertiser 


then and was beginning to make a 
stir in the trade. Hence he was 
selected as a shining mark to test 
out the validity of the patent on the 
Selden machine. The Electric Ve- 
hicle company and Selden, suing 
jointly and with the prosperous 
A. L. A. M. back of them, .plumped 
a suit down on Ford and on Pan- 
hard Levassor in 1904. The suit was 
entered in the United States Circuit 
court at New York and named as

N July of 1908 Henry Ford shipped 
his first tar. Tt had been expect­ 
ed that he would join in witli the 
Association of Licensed Automobile 
Manufacturers group, but between 
his first steps and his attainment of 
a real commercial volume in 1904 
Ford had had some misunderstand­ 
ings with his neighbor manufactur­ 
ers in Detroit and declared then 
that he would never again have 
anything to do with the industry, a 
policy which he has maintained 
consistently. 
But Ford was a large advertiser 
then and was beginning to make a 
stir in the trade. Hence he was 
selected as a shining mark to test 
out the validity of the patent on the 
Selden machine. The Electric Ve­ 
hicle company and Selden, suing 
jointly and with the prosperous 
A L A M. back of them, plumped 
a suit down on Ford and on Pan- 
hard Levassor in 1904 The suit was 
entered in the United States Circuit 
court at New York and named as 
co-defendent the 
firm 
of 
John 
Wanamaker, C. A. Duerr, who was 
Ford dealer, and O. J. Gude and 
company, then, as now. well known 
in the field of advertising. The Glide 
firm was included in the suits, since 
in buying its fourth automobile for 
the use of its executives, (the oldest 
recorded instance of a car for sales­ 
men * it had selected a Ford. 
It has been noted frequently in 
trade history that legal associations 
formed at that time have persisted 
since. R. A. Parker and W Benton 
Crisp were attorneys for Ford. The 
former still retains his interest in 


automotive affairs and Crisp died 
while serving the Hudson Motor 
Car company as attorney in its re­ 
cently concluded arbitration pro­ 
ceedings over its crankshaft patent. 
Samuel R. and Frederick K. Betts 
w'ere attorneys for Selden, and the 
former of these is still actively in 
practice, his brother having died. 
William A Redding and Frederick 
P Fish, both of whom have suffered 
no diminution of contact with the 
industry or of importance as legal 
advisors,

In the course of one of the most 
extensive trials ever held and after ! 
an interval of five years, a decision J 
was handed down by Judge Hough j 
sustaining the Selden suit in every ;

by Dugald Clerk, who still is regard­ 
ed as an authority on gas engine 
and practice and who bears a Brit­ 
ish order of Knighthood in testi­ 
mony of Ills attainments, Clerk's 
exposition requires several hundred 
pages of printed text.

To The Editor 
The Gettysburg Times 
Sir: 


(To whom it may concern) 
As parking meters seem to be the 


chief topic of the.day, I desire to 
reply to the article in the Times of 
March 30. I have not at any time 
committed myself for or against; T 
|have pursued a course of "watchful 
waiting." 
Will^ also reply to let- 


ter I received from Chamber of 
Commerce opposing the meters. The 
article in paper covered C. of C. 
committee report to the effect that 
"Bur's/pss stated he would be guid- 
ed by the wishes of the businessmen 
and C. of C. and feel he is obliged 
to follow the wishes of these men." 
What I said in article in Timas 
January 25, was: "I am for any- 
thing that is for the betterment of 
the town and its citizens and against 
any movement that will be a detri- 
ment to the town, its citizens or 
visitors," also, that I desired the 
opinion of the town people and st 
any time will be glad to work in en- 
tire harmony with their wishes pro- 
viding, of course, that then- desires 
are not for a selfish end. I a'sked 
for a good turnout to come and see 
the working of the meter, to hear 
reports from other sections where 
they had them. No opportunity was 
given council to show the workings 
of the meter, nor to read any of the 
scores of letters they had from sec- 
tions where they had been in use, ex- 
cept one letter written by a fanner 
near Hagerstown. A vote was called 
for, throwing aside the data council 
had to present. 


I stated at the joint meeting I 


was not in favor of any money-mak- 
ing scheme, but that something had 
to be done to relieve the inadequate 
parking conditions. Just what have 
you done since that time to aid us 
in adjusting the matter? I have the 
answer which I will give you a lit- 
tle further on in this communica- 
tion. 


Your main objection was "people 


will go to other towns to do their 
shopping if they have to pay for 
parking." It this be true, then just 
how many are you keeping out of 
town now because they cannot park 
in center square or on the first block 
each way from the square__due to 
your own car being parked there 
three hours every forenoon and 
three hours every afternoon? Have 
you ever thought of that? If there 
were meters they could at least park 
by paying a few cents while now 
they cannot park there for love nor 
money. You are using this section 
of the town, yes scores of you. 


When I made a report at last 


council meeting there were 16 cars 
the owners of which had not yet 
been reported by the state. We now 
have them. 
On Thursday, March 


31, at 1:30 p. m. in center square 
and one block each way from square 
there were 182 parked cars. Of 
this number 24 were out of state 
cars, 88 Gettysburg cars, 70 Penn- 
sylvania cars outside of Gettysburg. 
Of the 88 Gettysburg, 58 belonged 
to the business and professional men 
and their clerks. Give us these 58 
parking spaces for people who come 
here to shop, and there will always 
be ample space at your place of 
business for them to shop with you. 
If it is their interests you are look- 
ing after, and more business, that 
you desire for yourself, xvhy not park 
your cars out of council's proposed 
parking meter territory and leave 
these 58 spaces for your custom- 
ers? 


Regardless of whether it be a 


death knell or a boom to any poli- 
tical aspirations I might nave, I 
never "straddle the fence." I al- 
ways endeavor to give accurate fig- 
ures and facts, and these are. 


Is the opposition to meters a sel- 


fish end,—a reluctance in giving up 
your own parking space? Quite a 
number of our business men are tak- 
ing care of their business by park- 
ing out of the area referred to above 
and for which they are to be com- 
mended. 


I might further add that cars of 


five of the spokesmen against the 
meters at the joint meeting of coun- 
cil and townsmen were among the 
above 58 parked cars. This is writ- 
ten in a friendly spirit and trust it 
will be received in the same manner. 
This will be my last communica- 
tion on meters, and I trust you will 
be able to read between the lines. 


It may be that you are holding the 


key to the parking situation? \ Just 
what are you •willing to do in giv- 
ing up your space for your customers 
and our tourists? What's your an- 
swer?

N July of 1903 Henry Ford shipped 


his first car It had been expect- 


ed that he would join in with the 
Association of Licensed Automobile 
Manufacturers group, but between 
his first steps and his attainment of 
a real commercial •( olume in 1904 j 
Ford had had some misunderstand- 
ings with his neighbor manufactur- 
ers in Detroit and declared then 
that he would never again have 
anything to do with the industry, a 
policy which he has maintained 
consistently. 


But Ford was a large adveitiser 


then and was beginning to make a 
stir in the trade. Hence he was 
selected as a shining mark to test 
out the validity of the patent on the 
Selden machine. The Electric Ve- 
hicle company and Selden, suing 
jointly and with the prosperous 
A. L A M back of them, plumped 
a suit down on Ford and on Pan- 
hard Levassor in 1904 The suit was 
enteied m the United States Circuit 
court at New York and named as 
co-defendent the firm of John 
Wanamakei, C A. Duerr, who was 
Ford dealer, and O. J. Gude and 
company, then, as now, well known 
in the field of advertising. The Gude 
firm was included in the suits, since 
m buying its fourth automobile for 
the use of its executives, (the oldest 
recorded instance of a car for sales- 
men) it had selected a Ford.

tute a new econom ic factor which 
necessitates serious and thoughtful 
consideration 
‘ Recent efforts to break the trade 
jam by encouraging th e sale of used 
cars and surveys m ade by various 
research organizations have acted to 
focus atten tio n upon the fact th a t 
the ow nership of a m otor vehicle no 
longer can be construed as an indi­ 
cation of w ealth. 
Indeed, the av er­

Backgrounds of Adams County

No. 35—Heraldry and the Scotch 


Scotch came to the new country, 
and-even to this day their descend- 
ants preserve their 
individuality. 


They are a race .apart, strong in 
their own right, the builders and 
keepers of their own destiny 


I AST week we gave a brief dis- 
•-• sertation on "Heraldry in the 
New World." Today we continue, in 
part, this discussion—and change 
briefly the scene of action of Black's 
graveyard. Some time ago we wrote 
several 
columns on this 
burial 


ground and at that time we describ- 
ed the old stones with family coats- 
of-arms engraved thereon. At that 
time we made no attempt to give a 
coherent explanation due to the fact 
that our knowledge of che subject 
was -very 'slight. Truth to tell, the 
situation is practically the same at 
the present time. However, the 
genealogical departrr.<;nt of the state 
library contains a number of ex- 
cellent references on this subject 
and one can always quote freely. 


Just a few words about the Agneu 


family, whose family coat-of-arms 
we described last week. James Agneu 
(1711-October 2, 1770) was 
first 


married to Martha 
. She died 


young, leaving two children, namely, 
John Agneu (March 4, 1732-April 8, 
1790) 
and Janet Agneu who mar- 


ried Hugh Scott. Secondly, James 
Agneu married Rebecca, a daughter 
of Abraham. Scott, and they" had 
eight children, as follow: Martha, 
intermarried with Samuel Patter- 
son; James, intermarried with Mary 
Ramsey; David, intermarried with 
Mary Irvin; Margaret, intermarried 
with James Patterson; 
Rebecca, 


Sarah, Abraham and Anna Agneu. 
Three of the sons served in the Re- 
solution—Captain or Ensign James 
Agneu, Jr., Ensign David Agneu and 
Ensign Samuel Agneu. These names 
are found in the list of Field Offi- 
cers of the Second Battalion, York 
county Militia, Col. Robert McPher- 
son commanding. James and David 
Agneu is buried at Carlisle, probably 
Creek cemetery, and Dr. 
Samuel 


Agneu are buried in Lower Marsh 
hi the Old Graveyard. You will re- 
member that it was Ensign David 
Agneu who married Mary Irvin, and 
who died, leaving his wife with 
eleven children to care for. His 
widow later became the second wife 
of the Rev. Alexander Dobbin.

TTO return to Black's graveyard, it 
•*• might be well to mention that 
the Bigham, Morrison. Armstrong 
and Mayes families boast grave- 
stones containing" family coats-of- 
arms engraved thereon. We have 
been able to find detailed descrip- 
tions of the Bigham, Armstrong and 
Mayes crests. The Morrison coat-of- 
arms is apparently a "black-sheep," 
since the crest for this family does 
not in any way resemble the one 
found on the stone. The crest en- 
graved on the marker consists of a 
shield with a large heart inside the 
shield. There is no mention made of 


such a coat-of-arms in the "Book 
oi New World Heraldry." 


In writing of the Bigham family 


we might add that we found an 
interesting 
note on William Big- 


ham 
buried in 
Black's 
grave- 


yard: William Bigham was born in 
York County April 8, 1748, and died 
in Adams County, February 2, 1816. 
During the war of the Revolution, 
he served as a sergeant in Captain 
Thomas 
Churhies company, 4th 


Battalion, 
Anthony 
Wayne' the 


colonel commanding. Sergeant Big- 
'ham took part in the campaign 
around Ticonderoga during 1776- 
1777. 
He was wounded during a 


skirmish which took place above 
Albany and is said to have been 
earned practically the entire dis- 
tance, about thirtv miles, to Albany, 
by his brother who was in the same 
company. 


We are going to end this column' 


on a "Scotch" note. In the first 
place we have found descriptions of 
coats-of-arms for two families who 
were prominent among the early 
Scotch-Irish settlers in this section 
of the state. 
First we present the 


"Cunningham-arms: 
—^— 


"Argent, three passion nails, the 


two outermost bendways, the center 
from the bottom upwards meeting 
to form a Y sabe." 


Secondly, we present the Mc- 


Clellan arms: 


"A couped hand holding a moor's 


head erased (or) on a dagger p. pr. 
(hilt) Motto: Think On!" 


More than any other race, the 


Scotch brought with them to the 
new country their pride of family, 
the deep clannish feeling of brother- 
hood. It was the Scotch who settled 
on the extreme 'western frontier, 
and acted as a barrier and pro- 
tection for the coast settlements. 
They -were excellent fighters, most 
of them got their early training in 
the- old country, and it was the 
Scotch who led the western'migra- 
tion. Born leaders of men, they In a 
great number of cases, raised their 
own companies during the French 
and Indian wars as well as "the 
Revolutionary war. The best of'the

We have 
been able to find detailed descrip- 
' tions of the Bigham, Armstrong and 
i Mayes crests. The Morrison coat-of- 
arm s is apparently a "black-sheep,” 
since the crest for this family does 
not in any way resemble the one 
I found on the stone. The crest en­ 
graved on the m arker consists of a 
; shield with a large heart inside the 
shield. There is no m ention made of 


such a coat-of-arm s in the “Book 
of New World Heraldry.”
